Bear, mountain sheep, 
moose and caribou were plenti- 
ful she reported. 

At Palmer she visited the Pres-

tions from Presbyterians. The 
hospital is the most outstanding 
in the north country she said. 
It has the finest surgical depart- 
‘ment and its entire set-up is 
equal to any new small hospital 
in California. There is also a
